Laboratory  in  Batho  Not  only  are  reports  on  these  samples  available  from  the

This  disease  is  still  assiduously  sought 
for  by  the  Chest  Physicians,  Family  Dootors  and  myself  wherever  on  open  case  is 
discovered  in  the  community.  The  number  of  non-pulmonary  oases  was  exaggerated 
at  the  beginning  of  the  ten  years  shown,  by  a  number  of  children  infected 
through  consuming  raw  milk.  I  think  it  is  now  appreciated  in  Westbury  that  the 
only  s$fe  milk  to  drink  is  pasteurised  milk.  Another  factor  which  is  most 
important  in  the  control  of  tuberculosis  is  good  housing,  and  I  am  grateful 
to  the  Council  for  the  fact  that  I  have  never  made  an  application  for  rehousing 
on  behalf  of  a  tuberculosis  case  which  he„s  been  refused.

Immunization  against  poliomyelitis ,  diphtheria,  whooping  cough  and  tetanus 
is  the  responsibility  of  the  Local  Health  Authority,  The  Wiltshire  County  Council, 
and  materials  are  supplied  to  the  Family  Doctors  for  this  purpose. 


Figures  show  that  parents  are  alive  to  the  necessity  for  diphtheria 
immunization  and  the  figures  are  satisfactory  for  the  Westbury  District.  Figures 
for  tetanus  immunization  are  not  available,  but  I  trust  that  parents  will  seek 
such  immunization  for  their  children.  647  persons  received  a  thlrfc  dose  of 
poliomyelitis  vaccine  during  the  year. 

Vaccination  against  smallpox  is  still  disappointing.  Only  4 4  babies  were 
vaccinated  -  less  than  50  per  cent  of  the  children  who  should  have  been  done. 
With  the  growth  of  foreign  travel  the  re-vaccinations  should  show  a  sharp 
increase  since  it  is  becoming  more  and  more  difficult  to  travel  without  a 
certificate  of  successful  vaccination.  Such  vaccination  should  be  performed 
in  infancy.

The  bulk  of  the  milk  retailed  in  the  town  is  pasteurized.  Forty-four 
samples  of  pastourized  milk  were  submitted  to  the  Laboratory  during  the  year 
and  all  the  samples  complied  with  the  statutory  requirements.  Six  samples  of 
tuberculih  tested  milk  from  two  retailers  were  examined  in  the  Laboratory. 

All  satisfied  the  methylene  blue  test  and  three  samples  examined  for  brucellae 
gave  negative  rosults.  Mention  was  made  in  the  last  report  that  one  milk 
retailer  was  under  constant  supervision  with  regard  to  the  cleanliness  of 
bottles.  Thirty-three  sets  of  bottles,  in  batches  of  either  four  or  six,  were 
examined  in  the  Laboratory.  The  results  obtained  ?/ere  much  better  than  the 
previous  year*  Even  so,  on  five  occasions  it  was  found  that  the  bottles  v/ere 
not  being  properly  cleansed.  Legal  action  was  not  taken  pending  a  clarification 
of  the  legal  ownership  of  the  business  and  the  fact  that  the  licence  was  the 
subject  of  enquiry  by  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food.  I  am 
very  pleased  indeed  that  this  dairy  is  no  longer  washing  bottles,  but  buying 
milk  already  bottled  from  outside  sources.

Tho  management  of  tho  water  supply  to  Westbury  paosed  from  the  YYestbury  and 
Dilton  Marsh  Water  Board  to  tho  Y/est  Wilts  Water  Board  on  the  let  April,  I960* 
Throughout  the  year  the  quality  of  the  water  has  been  satisfactory  except  that 
coliforns  were  in  evidence  at  a  tap  in  the  town  supply  early  in  September.  A 
second  sample  was  immediately  taken  from  the  sane  tap  and  did  not  show  pollution. 

The  result  of  a  chemical  examination  taken  in  December  follows  the 
bacteriological  reports.

The  Bristol  Avon  River  Board  continued  to  show  tolerance  with  regard  to  the 
effluent  from  the  Works 9  in  view  of  the  fact  that  arrangements  are  being  made  to 
deal  with  the  trade  effluents  in  the  town,  the  sewage  -,orks  will  have  to  be 
enlarged.  It  is  now  proposed  to  provide  works  which  will  deal  with  the  domestic 
sewage  for  a  population  of  10,000  and  also  treat  the  trade  effluents  produced  in 
the  town.  7/orks  have  been  carried  out  to  obviate  flooding  whore  certain  of  the 
town's  sewers  were  overloaded.

Each  factory  in  the  District  is  visited  at  least  annually  by  the  Public 
Health  Inspector  to  ensure  that  the  provisions  of  the  Act  with  regard  to 
cleanliness,  overcrowding,  temperature,  ventilation,  lighting,  drainage  of 
floors,  and  sanitary  conveniences  are  complied  with.  There  has  been  no 
cause  for  complaint  throughout  the  year  as  the  following  statistical  tables 
show.  There  has  been  some  difficulty  in  obtaining  lists  of  outworkers  engaged 
in  the  clothing  industry,  I  trust  these  difficulties  will  not  continue.  On 
no  occasion  has  it  been  necessary  to  prohibit  homework  which  might  have  caused 
injury  or  danger  to  health,

The  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector  has  provided  the  following  report: 

Housing 

During  the  year  8  private  dwellings  wore  completed. 

11  Hutment  dwellings  at  Penleigh  Grove  were  found  to  be  unfit  for  human 
habitation  and  were  not  relet.  The  huts  were  stripped  of  fixtures  and  fittings. 

3  Hutment  dwellings  at  Eden  Vale  were  found  to  be  unfit  for  human  habitation  and 
were  not  relet. 

Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal. 

Tipping  continued  on  the  Slag  Lane  site  which  is  shared  with  the  Melksham 
Urban  District  Council. 

Following  a  request  from  British  Railways  -  Western  Region  visits  were 
paid  to  the  tip  by  Officers  of  the  Regional  Office  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture, 
Fisheries  and  Food  who  gave  advice  on  the  control  of  flies  including  a  demon¬ 
stration  of  a  power  operated  powder  blower,  for  dusting  the  tip.  The  tip 
caught  fire  on  three  occassions  during  the  year. 

The  Karrier  Dual  Tip  Refuse  Collection  Vehicle  purchased  late  in  1959 
gave  satisfactory  service. 

A  total  of  V7  tons  of  waste  paper  was  collected,  baled  and  said  for 
£308  during  the  year. 


At  the  request  of  the  Council’s  Consulting  Engineers  an  adjustment  was 
made  to  the  outlet  to  the  stormwater  tanks  which  resulted  in  a  greater  quality 
of  sewage  being  treated  by  the  filters. 

During  September  the  sewage  was  sampled  continuou»ly  for  seven  days  and 
nights  at  a  point  where  it  entered  the  disj)03al  works  and  analysis  of 
composite  samples  was  made. 

Water. 

A  table  giving  the  results  of  analysis  of  samples  is  shewn  elsewhere  in 
this  report. 

Milk  and  Dairies. 

Inspections  were  made  of  the  Dairies  in  the  District  and  samples  of  Milk  and 
Bottle  Rinses  were  taken. 

All  Milk  sampled  conformed  to  the  prescribed  standards.  Some  bottle 
rinse  results  showed  high  counts. 

Food  and  Drugs. 

A  good  standard  of  cleanliness  is  maintained  in  the  food  premises  in  the 
District. 

Swimming  Baths. 

The  Baths  were  opened  for  the  summer  season  only  and  catered  for  approximately 
19j000  bathers. 

Public  Convenien c e 3 . 


Hand  washing  facilities  were  provided  in  the  Ladies  and  Gentlemens 
Conveniences  at  the  Town  Hall.  The  facilities  in  the  Ladies  conveniences  are 
free,  a  charge  of  Id.  by  means  of  a  coin  freed  lock  is  made  in  the  Gentlemens 
convenience.
